#on. tbe negro arrested on suspicion ot 
killin); Thomas .). Ilawkina at FlemiiiKe- 
bufff, will probably (»>rae off to-day. 

From a gentleman who wm at Plem- 
injffiburjj Thuiflday it is learned that there 
it! strong circumstantial evidence axainst 
Jackaon, and many believe h« ia the one 
wlio tired thf fatal shot. Ho has a very 
bad reputation, and was suspected as 
•con as it beoamo known that a thlof had 
done the shooting. 

After his arrest, orticers went to his 
)ioine and asked his wife if he owneil a 
pistol. She replied that he did not. A 
little child of the couple who was stand- 
ing near spoke up at this point and said, 
" Yes be has, Mister. He's got two, and 
they're under the bed." 

A search was made, an<l sure enough 
two pistols were found hidden under a 
mattraaa, with aome meat,pot«toM and 
other vegetables. 

One o( the pistols was of .32 calibre and 
contained two empty akella. 

At the time of tlie shooting six shots 
in all were tired, two by Hawkins and 
two by his companion Jacoba» thowing 
that the murderer shot twice. 

The ball that killed Hawkins struck 
him under the shoulder and ranged down 
and across through the body. Tbe yard 
being level, this proves that the ball' 

came from tlie man on the roof. 

Ho faith is put in tbe talk that the 
■hooting was accidental, done by Hawk- 
ins' ' ompaninn in the excitement and 
darkness. In his dying statement Hawk- 
ins says he saw the man on the roof. 

In addition to the circumstantial evi- 
dence against Jackson nientionetl above, 
the work of the bloodhounds points to 
him. They took the trail on the roof, 
followed it to a small shed adjoining, 
thence to the ground and back to the al- 
ley ; then through this to the Til ton 
pike ; out the pike a short distance, then 
across to the Klizaville iiikc, and around 
to the watergap near tbe Pearce resi- 
dence. Here one of the dogs broke 
Ihroujih the ice, and came near drown- 
ing. A crowd of 1,000 people soon gath- 
ered around, and the dogs qnit. 

Baton goinn np town past the jail the 
dogs suddenly tooK a fresh scent and ran 
to the jail and reared up on the door 
to the building. .Jackson had been taken 
into the jail some hours before. 

.\ gentleman who assi.^ted Mr. Uritton 
in handling the dogs believes the evi- 
dence all points to Jackson as the guilty 
party.
